dred and fifty thousand citizens of the Uni- 
ted States.

American citizens, whether native or natu- 
ralized, vindicating the continuance and ex- 
tension of slavery in this country, by elabo- 
rate argument, and with unblushing impu- 
dence, claiming for this systematized crime 
a place among our National Institutions.

They held and boldly 
proclaimed these truths to be sel!-evident— 
‘That all men are created equal ; that they 
‘“‘ are endowed by their Creator with certain 
‘* inalienable rights; that among these are 
‘* life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness.” 
Nor was the assertion of these truths con- 
fined to this declaration. As early as 1774, 
the delegates of the several] Colonies assem- 
bled at Philadelphia, bound themselves and 
their constituents by a solemn covenant, 
that they would “neither import, nor pur- 
chase any Slave imported after the first of 
December in that year, but would wholly 
discontinue the slave trade, and neither 
be concerned in it themselves, nor hire their 
vessels, nor sell their commodities or man- 
ufactures to those who might be concerned 
in it.” And at the close of the revolution, 
in an address issued in April, 1783, by the 
American Congress to the States, it was as- 
serted, as matter of just pride and exulta- 
tion, that the rights, for which the contest, 
just terminated, had been waged, ‘‘ were 
the rights of human nature.” 

Other public documents, and the private 
writings of the most distinguished men of 
that period, furnish unequivoca] evidence 
that the existence of negro slavery in Ame- 
rica was deeply deplored, and its extinction 
earnestly desired, by all good men and pa- 
triots. The light, however, which more 
than half a century of experience, and the 
combined efforts of so many wise and elo- 
quent philanthropists have since shed upon 
the subject, was denied to that age. The 
safety and expediency of universal emanci- 
pation had not been tested by the splendid 
West Indian experiment. Immediate and 
general liberation was dreaded as fraught 
with evils to the master andthe slave. All, 
however concurred in desiring to put an end 
to slavery wherever abolition was deemed 
practicable and safe. The man who should 
have dared to advocate its further extension 
would have been universally execrated as 
an enemy of his species. 

The reality and power of these sentiments 
were signally displayed in the provisions of 
the ordinance for the government of the ter- 
ritory of the United States northwest of the 
River Ohio, promulgated in July, 1787.— 
This territory was ceded to the nation by 
the states of Virginia, New York, and 
Connecticut, all, then, slaveholding States. 
No power had been granted to Congress by 
the Articles of Confederation, to lepislate 
for the abolition of slavery within the lim- 
its of the States. But in regard to this ter- 
ritory, Congress possessed the same power 
over the subject that the States themselves 
possessed within their respective jurisdic- 
tions ; and in the ordinance, providing for 
its government, the existence of slavery was 
prohibited, absolutely and for ever. There 
were slaves in this territory at the time of 
the adoption of the ordinance, held under 
the laws of Virginia. Since that time, it 
has been legally impussible to hold any hu- 
man being as a slave, for a single moment, 
within its limits. The grand object of the 
ordinance, set forthdistinctly in the body of 
the document, was ‘‘ to extend the funda- 
mental principles of civil and religious lib- 
erty,” and ‘to fix and establish those prin- 
ciples as the basis of all laws, constitutions 
and governments for ever thereafter to be 
established in the territory.” These prin- 
ciples were deemed incompatible with slav- 
ery, and therefore the existence of slave 
was strictly inhibited. : 

A few weeks after the passage of this 
ordinance, which was adopted with but a 
Single dissenting vote, the Constitution 
of the United States was promulgated by 
the convention which framed it. It was 
supposed that the ordinance had effec- 
tually secured the country against any 
danger from the extension of slavery. It 
was, also, su that the principles of 
liberty and equality, to which the people of 
all the States had so often and so solemnly 
pate themselves, and which had already 
ed to the abolition of slavery in several of 
the States by the voluntary.action of the lo- 
cal legislatures, would continue to influence 
the public mind and to like results, 
until slavery should be totally abolished 
Sooner theland. The convention, there- 
fore, did not think fit to confer any express 
power on the National 
slavery in the States by direct legislation. 
They recognized the fact, that slavery exis- 


ted in some of the States, in several consti-| of

tutional provisions ; but 
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interrogations. And the blush of shame 
mantles on our cheeks, anda tide of honest 
indignation swells our hearts, while we ad- 
mit that the Constitution which the Fathers 
of the Republic ordained to establish Jus- 
tice, has been perverted, by a most disingen- 
uous and false construction, to the sanction 
of hideous wrong, and the government, 
which they framed for the security of the 
blessings of Liberty, has been abused for 
the perpetuation of the curse of Slavery. 

But it is not difficult to trace this perver- 
ted construction to its source. 

Most unhappily, the framers of the Con- 
stitution, expecting the certain and not dis- 
tant abolition of slavery by State legislation, 
determined that representation in the popu- 
lar branch of the National Legislature, 
should be apportioned among the States, not 
in proportion to the number of free inhab- 
itants in each, but in proposffon to the num- 
ber of free inhabitants and three-fifths of 
the slaves. The effect of this arrangement 
has been, that five slaves have always been 
counted as equal to three free persons in the 
constituency of a representative in Congress. 
But slaves, of course, never vote. They are 
treated as property. Their masters only 
vote. At the outset of the Government, 
therefore, when the number of Representa- 
tives was fixed at one for every thirty thou- 
sand inhabitants, a district in a slave State 
containing less than five hundred families, 
possessing ten slaves each, had the same 
right of representation in Congress, that a 
district in a free State containing five thou- 
sand families, averaging six members each, 
enjoyed. A slaveholder with ten slaves had 
then, and still has, a political power equiva- 
lent to that of seven citizens not thus privi- 
leged. 

We do not suppose that the effect of this 

provision was understood at the time of the 
adoption of the Constitution. But it soon 
became apparent. The slaveholders, hav- 
ing succeeded in obtaining the privilege of 
having their so-called property represented, 
soon became sensible of its value. They 
soon began to appreciate the political ad- 
vantages of the concentration of the share 
of federal power, belonging to their respec- 
tive States, in the handsof masters, instead 
of having it distributed equally among the 
male adults of the whole population. When 
the Representatives of the slaveholders took 
their seats in Congress, they found them- 
selves united by acommon paramount inter- 
est. The Representatives of the non-slave- 
holders, on the contrary, having no such 
common bond of union, were divided among 
themselves on many questions. Profiting 
by these divisions, the slave State represen- 
tation early acquired the ascendency in the 
National Councils. To retain this ascen- 
dency it became necessary to discourage all 
schemes of emancipation by State-authority. 
This explains the reason, why only two 
States have passed acts of abolition since 
the organization of the present National 
Government, whereas, before that period, 
six States, (a district of one of which has 
since been erected into a separate State) had 
abolished slavery within their limits, & Con- 
gress had prohibited its existence within 
the Northwestern Territory, out of which 
the four States of Ohio, Indiana, Michigan 
and Illinois have been since created. 
But it was not enough to repress the dis- 
position in favor of abolition in the States. 
It was necessary to make theGeneral Gov- 
ernment itself the patron of this detestable 
institution. 

The first step towards this end, was to in- 
duce Congress to pass an act continuing in 
force the laws of Virginia and Maryland 
within ihe district ceded by those States for 
the seat of the National Government. This 
act embraced all the provisions of the State 
slave codes, and, of course, at once engraf- 
ted the system of slavery upon the National 
Legislation. It was a flagrant violation of 
the implied compact at the formation of the 
Government, that slaveay should never ex- 
ist under the legislation of ee i 
was, also, a plain transgression of the letter 
and spirit of the Constitution, which not on- 
ly did not confer on any power to 
establish or continue slavery by law, but ex- 
pressly declared that no person should be 
deprived of liberty, without due legal pro- 
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cage oceasion required, by the purchase 
‘Florida from Spain, and by a fresh out- 
rage on the Constitution by the continuance 
and extension of slavery in that territory by 
islative provision. 

"Trees successive violations of the Constitu- 
tion, resulting in a prodigious extension of 
the limits, and in an enormous accession to 
the power of slavery, attracted little atten- 
tion from politicians who consulted their in- 
terestsby rivalling each other in devotion 
to the slave-power, A few philanthropists 
and statesmen may have mourned. over the 
progress of an evil, which they dared not, 
openly and manfully, oppose. At length, 
however, the public mind was.excited by the 
claim of Missouri, which was part of the dis- 
trict acquired from France, to be admitted 
into the union as a slaveholding State. This 
claim was resisted. The advocates of the 
restriction, and the friends of the extension 
of slavery divided the country. The strug- 
gle was severe. In the result, however, vic- 
tory declared itself on the side of the slave- 
holders, and Missouri was admitted as a 
slave State. Since the termination of this 
contest until very recently, there has been 
no organized opposition to slavery. The po- 
litical parties of the country have submitted 
to the sway of the slave-power, & the taint of 
pro-slavery has fastened itself upon every 
department of the National administration, 
hus we see that the original error of pro- 
viding for the partial representation of 
slaves, which amounted to the same thing as 
conferring uliar political power on mas- 
ters, has fed to encroachment after encroach- 
ment, & aggression after aggression, until 
the true construction of the Constitution has 
been subverted. It is now boldly claimed 
that the Constitution guaranties property 
in men, and that slavery isa National In- 
stitution ! 

We have seen our National Executive, in 
conformity with this false construction, 
pressing upon foreign governments claims of 
indemnity for the loss of persons alleged to 
be slaves,who were, constitutionally as well 
of natural right, free, the moment they were 
afloat on the High Seas in an American 
ship. We have seen our National Legisla- 
ture employing the sanctions of law for the 
protection and extension of slavery, while 
it has insolently denied a hearing to the re- 
monstrances of the friends of liberty. We 
have seen---Oh, shame !—our National Ju- 
diciary solemnly deciding that a slaveholder 
may,in a Free State, seize any person 
claimed by him to be his fugitive slave, and 
drag him into a slave state, without process, 
and without trial, subject only to legal res- 
ponsibility, should the person thus kid- 
knapped, ultimately succeed in establishing 
his right to freedom. 


These and similar outrages, perpetrated 
in the abused name of the Constituion, have 
at length aroused the attention of the peo- 
ple. They enquire, at length, whether the 
Constitution of the country was, in reality, 
designed not to establish justice and secure 
Liberty, but to establish despotism and se- 
cure immunity to oppression? They scru- 
tinize the powers of Congress to see if in- 
deed there be among them an authority to 
create or continue the condition of slavery! 
They investigate the records of history to 
ascertain what were the injunctions laid up- 
on their posterity by the acts or the pre- 
cepts of the Fathers of the country. 

We, who address you and our fellow citi- 
zens whom we represent, have been aston- 
ished by the results of these enquiries. We 
find that the construction of the Constitu- 
tion, which has been imposed upon the peo- 
ple of the country, is, morally speaking, a 
base forgery. We find that all power to 
create or continue slavery, has been careful- 
ly withheld from the National Legislature. 
We find that our Fathers have left on record 
their solemn censure of the iniquitous sys- 
tem, and their sacred pledge that it should 
not be perpetuated or extended. We find 
also, aud we feel in our bitter experience, 
that free labor_is dishonored, and its wages 
rendered insecure. throughout the whole 
land, by a system which exacts labor with- 
out wages and degrades the laborer to the 
level of the beast. Weare taught also that 
our own rights and liberties are endanger- 
ed by the spirit of despotism engendered by 
slave-holding, which has so fearfully mani- 
fested itself in the denial of the right of pe- 
tition, and of trial by jury, and in the des- 
perate attempts to suppress investigation, 
by mob violence, by ecclesiastical servil- 
ism, by legislative enactments, and by party 
ostracism. 


We have therefore, ‘come out from 
among” the patrons, the advocates and the 
apologists of slavery. We have resolved to 
VOTE FOR NO Man, AND TO ACT WITH NO Par- 
TY, not fully committed and pledged against 
this enormous eviland wrong. We avowan 
eternal hostility against despotism and op- 
pression in every form, whether manifested 
in crushing the black man, or in depressing 
and impoverishing the white man. 

From the inmost recesses of ovr hearts 
we thank you and the Irish People for your 
sympathy with us in our great struggle.— 
You have our sympathy in yours. You 
demand the repeal of a statute which makes 
Ireland the political vassal of England. 
We demand the abrogation of laws which 
make millions the chattel property of thou- 
sands. You demand the repeal of the 
Union statute, because it was carried by 
fraud and has been perpetuated by force. 
We demand the abrogation of our national, 
man-chattelizing legislation, because it is re- 
pugnant alike to the Constitution of our 
country, and to the code of Heaven. You 
seek to accomplish your great object by 
peaceful and legitimate means. We, like 
you, appeal to the PropLe and put our trust 
in Him, who holds the heartsof al] men in 
his hands. Your triumph, we believe, is 
secure and nigh at hand; ours may be de- 
ferred to a somewhat more distant date, 
but it will come! 

We are aware that the energetic and un- 
compromising hostility of the Liberator to 
every form of a, Syn po drawn upon 
him the bitter hate, and subjected him to 
the calumnious attacks of the partizans of 
sla in thiscountry. At a public meet- 
ing held in New Orleans, some three years 
since, he was denouncedas ‘‘a political ren- 
egade, entitled to the execration of all so- 
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the American people,and that it was the duty’ 
of the meeting ‘to the calumny, and hurl

Association; and the ‘recent conduct of the As- 
sociation-here, in refusing fo the scathing and 
overwhelming us id of your committee, the com- 
mon courtesy 0 receptionjon the pretence that 
the constitution of the society prohibited all re- 
ference to questions of 
character,—a pretence: demonstrated to be frivol- 
ous by previous action on the subject of abolition, 
and by the passage of a resolution offered by Mr. 
Disney, on the same évertiay “to repel the coarse 
.and unjust language of the great Irish Leader ;”” 
.—these things.have satisfied us, that these men, 
relying on the cruel and wicked prejudice against 
persons of color, which, though constantly abat- 
ing, still too generally characterizes the American 
People, are ready to proceed as far in their de- 
famation of the 7 thon as they have hereto- 
fore gone in their'scurnlous abuse of the Friends 
of Freedom at home. But can these men imagine 
that true hearted [rishmen will long endure their 
shameful conduct towardsa man enthroned in 
every honest Irish heart, as the truest and the 
noblest friend of his country? Can they imagine 
that the sons of Ireland who have sought in 
this western word a refuge from. oppression for 
themselves, will long consent to be used as the 
instruments of oppressing others? If they do 
we think they deceive themselves. Not many 
weeks ago, at a National Convention of the 
Friends of Liberty assembled at Buffalo, in the 
State of New York, an Irish laborer, distinguish- 
ed by his warm heart and clear understanding, 
declared that the first vote he ever gave in his 
life was for Catholic Emancipation in Ireland, 
and the next was for Liberty in America; and he 
never meant to give a different vote so long as 
God should spare his life. There are other lrish- 
men like him, and the number, we trust, will 
rapidly increase. 

What do these men mean by asserting that 
“the people of Ohio have never had any con- 
nection with slavery in any form?” They know 
that the votes of the people of Ohio sustain 
slavery at the seat of the National Government, 
and in the Territory of Florida. They know that 
if the unconstitutional laws of the General 
Government, which sanction slaveholding, 
were repealed, and its influence and patron- 
age arrayed on the side of Liberty, slavery 
could hardly exist a year. They know, too, 
that if the people of Ohio would elect to 
Congress the: right kind of men, this object 
could almost certainly be accomplished. 


These men say that compensation to the 
slave owners is impracticable, because the 
patriotism of the pocket prevails in America 
over other considerations; and without com- 
pensation abolition would be unjust. Ought 
the oppressors of Ireland to be compensated for 
the loss of the gains of oppression in the event of 
Repeal? Ought men who have exacted work 
without wages from their fellow men, during 
half their lives, to be compensated for imagined 
injuties arising from being compelled to ab- 
stain from practicing similar injustice, during 
the other half? 

These men say that fifteen millions of whites 
owe it to freedom and the world to maintain and 
perpetuate Republican Institutions, by which term 
they, somewhat facetiously, designate American 
slavery. Now of these fifteen millions, at least 
thirteen millions are positively injured by the 
existence of the system. Of the rest of the 
whites, the greater number, probably, think 
themselves interested in sustaining it, though, 
even among slaveholders, there are not a few who 
detest the system and desire its overthrow. The 
happiness of two and ahalf millions of enslaved 
and half a million of free colored people is 
beneath the consideration of these champions 
of “Republican Institutions” and revilers of O- 
Connell. 

These men charge the Anti-slavery men with 
being unfriendly to the cause of Repeal, and 
bitter enemies of Roman Catholics. 


Both charges are falsé. Among the Anti- 
slavery men are very many ardent friends of Re- 
peal. Some of them too are members of the 
Catholic Church. Differences of religious creed, 
or of national origin are not suffered to divide 
ourranks. We prefer to contend with each oth- 
er—protestant with catholic, native-born with 
foreign-born,—in honest zeal for the Liberty of all 
and the Rights of all. 


They charge us, also, with enmity to our Coun- 
try and to our National Constitution. We may 
justly retort the charge. They—they are the 
enemies of the Country, who stain its honor, de- 
grade its character and waste its resources in fos- 
tering slavery, our greatest curse. They—they—- 
shame upon them!—are the enemies of our 
National Constitution, who have, by violence and 
false construction, blotted out all its guaranties 
of persona! freedom and individual right, and 
have held it up to the world, as a compact for the 
perpetuation of crime and the extension ot des- 
potism, 


But itis useless to expose the inconsistent 
sophisms or foolish calumnies of these men. It 
has already been done in a manner they -will 
never forget by the Liberator himself. 


Again, in behalf of the oppressed in this land; 
in behalf of all whoare struggling to resture to 
them their rights; in behalf of the friends of 
freedom everywhere, wethank you for your sym- 
pathy. 
We do not doubt your final success. The wis- 
dom, the forbearance, the prudence, the moral 
heroism‘displayed by your great Leader and the 
Repealers generally, in the late trying crisis, com- 
mand our highest admiration, It wasa glorious 
triumph of moral power over brute force. It was 
unparalleled in history. It will be remembered 
forever. 

_ Our hearts throb with anxiety as we await the 
issue of the pending trials, though we cannot 
doubt what the result will be. Would that they 
might be abandoned! Would that. England 
might cover herself with glory by a sublime act 
of Justice to Ireland! 

We rejoice to leam that the friends of freedom 
in rg ag are dispased to. make common cause. 
with the Repealers, It is an. auspicious omen,— 
Mayit be fulfilled! And may God send the People 
of Ireland aud theit noble Champion a safe de-

Report of Secretary Henshaw. 
We learn from the report of the Secretary, that 
the United States Navy, at the present time, con- 
sists of the following number and description of 
vessels; one ship of 120 guns; nine ships of the 
line of 90 guns each; one razee. of 62 guns;

Lardner, by his writings as earnestly as 
he actually rebukes him, and I were to 
withdraw my support for that reason, wheth- 
er you or your readers would: call that. ‘‘in- 
excusable intolerance?” 
fair comparison. But perhaps you will at- 
tempt to evade this difficulty by repeating 
the allegation that I might have been heard 
through your columns, in reply to your re+ 
marks which endorse the Emancipator, and 
the character of its editor. If your paper, 
as every one ought to be, was really free, 
the course which it seemed right for me to 
pursue, would have been less clear. I give 
my voice for perfect freedom of speech, and 
of the press, and wish erroneous opinions, 
if entertained, or practices if perpetrated, 
rather than be so suppressed or concealed, 
may be published to all the world, provided 
there be no hindrance to exposing error, and 
promulgating truth, through the same medi- 
um. But such a paper the Philanthropist 
is not, and has never been. Whilst it has 
ever exhibited a leaning towards ‘‘new or- 
ganization” in the East, I well remember that 
its editor refused, at the request of the 
Clinton county Anti-Slavery Society, to pud- 
lish the facts in relation to what, according 
to my code of ethics, was an embezzlement 
by Mr. Leavitt of the Emancipator. Nor 
was this request of the Clinton county soci- 
ety for a one-sided publication of facts—it 
asked for the address of the ‘‘American and 
Foreign Anti-Slavery Society” to be given 
with that of the American Society. ere 
it relevant to the matter in issue then, to 
shew my intolerance, by the plea that the 
paper was open to me upon the subject, the 
previous course of the editor in relation to 
these, as well as to occasional commnnica- 
tions of my own is a bar to his employing it. 
The very editorial to which I reply indicates 
this absence of freedom to which I have al- 
luded in the paper, where it is declared that 
it would be a ‘fraud upon our subscribers 
who subscribe for the support of our paper 
not to make war upon any class of abolition- 
ists, but upon slavery,” to enterupon an in- 
vestigation of facts at issue in what is term- 
ed “the quarrels of Eastern abolitionists.” 
AsI did not ask however, to have my paper 
stopped on account of the exercise of a right 
to express opinions, but because the enter- 
tainment of these opinions by the editor, 
with the light he has upon the subject con- 
stituted, in my view an immorality, I will 
spend no more time in making apparent 
what for want of milder terms, [ have de- 
signated dust throwing. 

I have been in the habit of examining 
carefully, all theevidence within my reach 
upon the facts in relation to the transfer of 
the Emancipator, including Mr. Leavitt’s 
own shewing of them; and when I am ask- 
ed, ‘did it never strike our friend that it 
was possible for a candid man to entertain a 
different view of the transfer of the Eman- 
cipator from that held by him;” I answer that 
I do not believe an honest man with the same 
amount of evidence can possibly do so. The 
facts shew the transaction to have been base- 
ly fraudulent, and from the trust which had 
been reposed in him by the American Anti- 
Slavery Society to Mr. Leavitt, it was great- 
ly more dishonorable than if he had pirated 
on the high seas, or robbed passengers upon 
the road. ; 

Supposing then, for argument’s sake, what 
I could not otherwise admit, that Joshua 
Leavitt is a strong man, dealing heavy blews 
against slavery, I cannot choose to fight by 
the side of the hero who has stolen the ar- 
mor he wields in battle. When Dr. Bailey, 
as he frequently did, extracted from the pa- 
per conducted by this man, and the control 
of which had been obtained in this manner, 
thus acknowledging him as an ally, I was 
pained at what seemed to me to be an exer- 
cise of that expediency which allows the end 
to justify the means; but when, as in the 
article which elicited this correspondence, 
he affords the evidence, repeated in in 
the one to which I reply, that he justifies 
the ignoble act, he places himself in a po- 
sition which does not permit me to distin- 
guish between them. I cannot without re- 
gret separate myself from one, who, even 
amidst the downward influences of political 
partizanship, has generally so conducted as 
to extort my esteem, but I desire to have no 
friend so dear that his errors shall be either 
loved, winked at, or allowed to pass unre- 
buked. In this particular we have always 
differed, for instead of covering up the 
wrong, among those calling themselvesabo- 
litionists, or allowing it to pass without re- 
mark, I have ever held the true policy in our 
anti-slavery warfare, to be the unsparing ap- 
plication of truth to ourselves; for, until 
the order of nature shall be reversed, and 
like cease to produce like, whilst-we com- 
promise with error, or tolerate it amongst 
ourselves, we.can make no true progress: 
towards the end at which we aim. 

This refusal to examine the claims to the ti- 
tle, of all who term tnemselves abolitionists, or to 
reprove the ill-doings of those who may have per- 
formed some good acts, and to “quarrel? with, or

But the deficiency may be still further increas- 
ed by specific appropriations by Congress; and 
besides, it is usual to provide that there shall be 
a surplus in the Treasury, in order to maintain 
the credit of the Government in any emergency.

The estimates are all made on the assumption 

of the continuance of the present Tariff, and 
Land-system. 

The deficiencies the Report states are but 
continuations of similar deficiencies which com- 
menced immediately after the deposites were 
made with the States, and have continued for the 
last seven years. It is encouraging, however, to 
learn, that they have decreased the last three 
years, having been at the rate of $700,000 dol- 
lars less per year, during that time, than during 
the preceding four years. Meantime the average 
rate of revenue was, from Ist January 1837 to 
3ist December 1940, twenty-one millions of dol- 
lars, while that between Ist January 1841 and 
30th September 1843, was eighteen millions two 
hundred thousand dollars per year. 

During the former periods the expenditures 
for all other purposes than the public debt, 
averaged per year at the rate of twenty-eight mil- 
lion one hundred and twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars; while those of the same character, for the 
last two years and nine months, averaged at the 
rate of twenty-four million four hundred and 
forty-eight thousand dollars per annum. So that 
the reduction of expenditure was greater than 
the diminution of revenue.

In relation to Treasury notes, it is thought that 
adequate provision is made by existing laws. As 
to the loan, the report suggests that a new loan 
might be obtained on terms more favorable, on a 
ten or fifteen years’ stock. The remaining eight 
million five hundred thousand dollars, the ex- 
cess offreceipts over expenditures, must be avoid- 
ed in two ways—a reduction of expenses—an 
increase of the revenue. The secretary suggests 
several subjects of retrenchment, rather unimpor- 
tant as we think, and where saving cannot produce 
much. He then notices several modes in which 
the revenue might be increased. Direct taxation 
he dismisses, with the remark that it will not. be 
tried until all other resources fail. No modifica- 
tion of the land laws, in his opinion, promises 
any beneficial results. Existing duties cannot be 
increased; nor is the secretary prepared to speci- 
fy any very important rates of duty that will bear 
reduction, unless the deficiency be supplied by 
duties upon other articles. It is suggested that 
some think that those levied on glass, particular 
kinds of iron, coal, and sugar, are too high for 
revenue purposes. 

His main reliance would be, however, on tax- 
ing articles now free—among which he specifies 
teas and coffee. In this way, and by raising 
light-money, an addition, it is said, might be 
made to the revenue of between four and five 
millions of dollars. But, this would still leave to 
be provided for, $4,500,000, and the outstand- 
ing Treasury Notes, both of which items would 
amount to $9,100,000; which he thinks might 
be supplied by a continuation of the act of March 
3rd, 1843, providing for the re-issue of Treasury 
notes, with a contingent authority to fund into a 


stock. 
Such is an outline of some of the statements 


and suggestions of this voluminous report. 





Report of the Post Master General. 

The report of the Post Master General shows 
what every body ought to know ; that the reduction 
of postage im England has been followed by a 
diminution of revenue from the Post office. A. re- 
duction im this country would make the: Depart- 
ment.a charge to the Treasury. He does not re- 
commend any measure of the kind. He suggests 
the propriety of restricting the franking privilege. 
We endeavored not long since to show the differ- 
ence in the circumstances of England and of this 
country; & thata falling-off in the revenue would 
be the necessary result of a decided reduction of 
‘the: postage, owing to the peculiar condition of 
things growing outof slavery. But, wetlien ad- 
vocated, and still advocate the policy of reduc- 
tion, on. the ground that it is better to make up 
any deficit out of the Treasury, than to continue 
so enormous a tax upon the intelligence and cor- 
respondence of the good people of this Union.

The difficulty to which we allude Arose on 
this wise. The Tunisians are great Sticklerg 
for equality of rights. In order to secure the pos. 
session of this blessing, they have establishe, a 
common-school system, the laws respecting Which 
are so framed, as to embrace within their Scope 
ail classes in their community. They say, that 
education is absolutely essential to the peace and 
well-being of society, and the perpetuation of 
their glorious institutions. 

Very lately, the class of persons, above deseri. 
bed, finding their property taxed for the benef 
of these schools, and, understanding that the lny 
secured to them the privilege of having their chi), 
dren educated, attempted to avail themselves oj 
this privilege. The children sent to school worg 
as deeply colored as any of the natives, and, jn 
fact, could not be distinguished from ther. but, 
the Board of Trustees, ascertaining from thoi, 
names, that they were of English and American 
descent, said they could not stand it. Law or no 
law, it would not do to suffer the children of the 
noble race of Tunisians with unmingled Afy. 
can blood flowing in their veins, to lear their 
lessons in the same school-houses, with these 
white Americans and English. 

Then the press took up the subject, “Public 

sentiment, it said, has more to do with this 
matter than law.” We care not what the Bey 
may prescribe, or the Tribunal decide: “pub 
lic sentiment is the only competent tribunal to 
settle public prejudices, if you choose to call 
them so, peaceably. Persons, no matter how 
Tunisian in color, form, and feature, if they are 
excluded from a certain circle on account of 
blood, and associate with Americans and English, 
waive de facto, any rights, socially, themselves. 
What is accorded to them wust be of grace, not 
of right.” The law speaks differently, to be sure, 
but in this case, we, the Tunisian people, of pure 
African blood, are a Jaw unto ourselves. 
The upshot of the matter was, the schools 
were preserved from this taint-and the Holy men 
of Mahomet, forthwith began to talk of the 
necessity of exporting to the United States these 
unclean people, because of their degradation— 
for, said they, their barbarous ancestors came 
from that country some century and a half ago-- 
and that is their father-Jand. 

By the next advices we expect to learn, that a 
cargo of tawny Tunisians of this class, are on 
their way to their brethren in this country. The 
Colonization Societies will doubtless welcome 
them with the fraternal hug. 





Ohio Legislature. 

Senate, Decem. 13.—A bill was reported for 
abolishing the office of Fence-Viewer. The 
House bill reducing the pay of members of the 
Assembly was taken up in Committee of the 
Whole, and reported without amendment. Mr. 
Walker then offered as an amendment a series 
of retrenchments, consisting of twenty-two sec- 
tions. The object, we presume, was to embar- 
rass the whole movement. And here, we may 
as well say, that while honest members of both 
parties are doubtlessin favor of retrenchment, 
we apprehend there is some dishonesty both in 
this particular movement for retrenchment, and 
in the manner in which it is opposed. If the 
Democratic members think the House bill insig- 
nificant, or inexpedient, let them meet i like 
men, and vote it down. Otherwise, Jet them 
support it honestly, although the offspring of po- 
litical opponents; and then, if they have further 
schemes of retrenchment, which, we doubt not, 
are demanded, let them be brought forward; and 
let the Whig members of the Lower House deal 
as fairly bythem. We are obliged to believe, 
and the utterance of this belief is painful, that 
the subject of retrenchment is not taken up ina 
proper spirit, or with honest objects, by either 
party.
